Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  the  Washington  Telephone  Company, 
a  body  corporate,  duly  incorporated  accosd- 
ing  to  law,  its  successors  and  assigns,  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct, 
operate  and  erect  lines  of  wire  for  telephone 
purposes  above  ground,  or  to  lay  them 
under  ground,  or  in  pipes,  or  otherwise, 
over,  under  and  along  the  streets,  squares, 
lanes,  alleys,  bridges,  and  waters  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  and  to  construct,  main- 
tain, repair,  and  remove,  from  time  to  time, 
all  such  lines  and  pipes  ;  provided,  however, 
that  in  the  construction,  maintenance,  re- 
moval, and  repair  thereof,  the  said  corpora-
